Very 
true, the law of slavery recognizes this process 
slave-making; but, it is against the law and all the 
practice under it that we mean to lift the note of 
remonstrance. We deny the justice of doth ; and 
as this point is of vital consequence in reference to 
the title of the present slaveholder in this country, 
we wish to look at it with some care. 

1. The slaves of this generation were made such 
at birth by the action of the masters, who then 
owned their mothers. Those masters claimed, and 
took possession of, the offspring under the principle 
we are considering. They entered upon the rights 
of ownership on this basis; and all subsequent 
rights, whether in their or in other hands, have pro- 
ceeded from this source. Theirs was the working 
agency of the principle; it did not apply itself; 
they applied it. They made the theory a fact ; and 
in making it a fact, made slaves. Slaveholders are 
not by any means passive in this respect. The doc- 
trine of the law becomes the doctrine of their prac- 
tice; it is a legal doctrine only that it may be a 
practical one. Hence, their agency stands and 
operates upon this basis. We have, therefore, an 
agency to examine, inconjunction with a principle. 

2. A community, that use and apply this prin- 
ciple, give unequivocal evidence of their determin- 
ation to perpetuate slavery ; it may not be, forever. 
hut to perpetuate it so long as they have anything 
todo with it. They perpetuate it “for the time 
being,” that is, during the period necessary to in-

Chis cOnstitutes the “‘ Misina,” or ‘Second Law.” ‘This, 
together with notes upon it, called the “ Gemara,” writ- 
ten by rabbis in Persia, makes up the ‘‘ Babylonian Tal- 
mud,” and is the foundation of the present system of 
Judaism Another “Gemara’ was written about the 
same time in Palestine, making the “ Jerusalem Tal- 
mud.” which is of less authority among them. 

This “ oral law” claims to have been given by God to 
Moses on Mount Sinai, at the same time with the writ- 
ten law, and to be an explanation of it—a sort of com- 
mentary upon it. The inference is direct, that being in- 
tended for an explanation, it must be clearer, more 
easily understood, and, of course, more valuable. A more 
cunning device to lead a people astray with the Bible in 
heir bands, Satan could hardly have hit upon. It is 
much vetter than the Papal idea of “ mother church,” to 
explain the Scriptures. | 

This being in a language (the Rabbinic ) which none 
but their learned men understand, makes the people as 
dependent upon them as the Romanists are upon the

It is the law of their | 
spiritual life, to restore itself from every symptom | 
of languishment or decay. Such ts the grace of 
God, in dwelling in the soul, that its backslidings 
are ever the occasions of repentance and revival, 
until its confliets shall be ended, its enemies all 
subdued, and its final victory achieved. Then will 
this law of revival remain in the soul, a law of 
perpetual and uninterrupted progress im the heaven 
ly world. 

He, then, is not a Christian, who suffers his spirit- 
ual life to decay and become unfruitful, without a 
revival. He is not in covenant with God by laws 
of holiness, put into the mind, and written in the 
heart. Other laws govern him, and allure him to 
other objects of pursuit. He will have his reward. 
But it will not be with the house of Israel, in the 
new covenant. The God of all believcrs will not 
be a God to him, nor will he own him as one of 
his people. 

These principles are of the utmost practical im- 
portance. If we are true Christians, these laws of 
religion are in our minds—are written in our hearts 
They are living and abiding within us, or we are 
dead in trespasses and sins. Reader! do you an- 
swer to the one, or to the other of these descrip- 
tions? There seems to be no middle course. A 
holy God has settled the laws of life and of death

For some time a very constant correspondence 
was kept up between Napoleon and Josephine ; but 
after the destruction of the French fleet by Lord 
Nelson, in the Bay of Aboukir, and when the Me- 
diterranean had become completely blocked up by 
English cruisers, almost every letter was inter- 
cepted. 

For political purposes, there were many who 
Wished to destroy the influence which Josephine 
had acquired over the mind of her illustrious hus- 
band. In the accomplishment of this plan they 
endeavored, in every Way in their power, to excite 
the jealousy of Napoleon. The very efforts which 
Josephine was making to attract the most influen- 


[In 1840 he was licensed to preach the gospel by 
the Presbytery of Portage. For about two years 
he preached alternately to the two churches ol 
Northfield and Peninsula, near the institution. In 
the fall of 1843 he commenced laboring at Niles tn 
Michigan, where he enjoyed, under his labors, th 
visitation of the Spirit in the conversion of some 
souls. In the spring of 1844 he commenced preach 
ing in Coldwater, during the sickness of Rev. Mr. 
Mil!s—and some time during the following sum 


| mer, removed his family from Ohio to Coldwater ; 
andgluring the followimg year was ordained to the 


work of the ministry, by Marshall Presbytery. 
About one year after, he was installed by the same 
Presbytery as pastor of the Presbyterian church in 
Coldwater. 

In the providence of God he was removed by 
Presbytery to Jonesville in the fall of 1847, and 
was soon after invested with the pastoral charge of 
the church in that village. There he continued to | 
preach with unusual perspicuity and power, almost | 
up to the time of his last sickness, though trom | 
pecuniary embarrassment, he found it necessary to 
engage in teaching for the last year, on which nd 
count he removed his family to Hillsdale, and ap- 
plied to Presbytery for dissolution of the pastoral 
relation, Which was granted in May last. 

About the 11th ot August he spent a Sabbath 
with us in Coldwater, and preached with his ac-, 
customed strength of logic and language, on the 
weakness of sin, as exemplified in the failure of 
Herod to destroy the child Jesus. We little 
thought it was the last sermon we should hear from 
his lips. His health was firm, his step elastic, and 
his spirits high. I almost envied his health and 
buoyancy, as he went from house to house, and 
hailed, with cordiality, his old acquaintances, 
speaking many a kind word of encouragement and 
consolation to the afflicted. When he departed, he 
promised his numerous friends in C., that alter 
removing his family again to Jonesville, and 
making all needful preparation to take charge of 
that important school, he would return with his 
wife, and make us a long and happy visit. 

But we saw him no more. Ina few days came 
tidings of sickness in his family, which grew more 
and more alarming, till, alas! on the 22nd of Sep- 
tember, but seventeen days ago, three communities 
in mourning left him languishing on his couch, 
and followed to the grave his beloved companion, 
recording her epitaph on our hearts, with the joy- 
ful confidence of her glory already begun. 

The sequel is soon told. The shock was too severe. 
Disease grasped a new hold; and, having taught 
in important stations eight years, and having ably 
preached the gospel ten years, in the full and calm 
faith of eternal beatitude, through the precious 
blood of the Lord Jesus, our lamented brother 

We meet him no more 
in Presbytery—we hear his voice no more in the 
sanctuary. | . 

But to-day we lay his body, which was ordained 
to the work of the ministry, and which was the 
temple of the Holy Ghost, by the side of the wife 
of his youth, in the same quiet grave.

You have, doubtiess, often observed that when

expected its approach. Butin heaven, the saints 
will be entirely lost and swallowed up in God ; and 
their minds will be so completely absorbed in the 
contemplation of his ineffable, infinite, uncreated 
glories, that they will be totally unconscious how 
time, or rather, how eternity passes ; and not only 
years, but millions of ages. such as we call ages, 
will be flown ere they are aware. Thus, a thou- 
sand years will seem to them but as one day, and 
yet so great, so eestatic will be their hapiness, that 
one day will be as a thousand years. And as 
there will be nothing to interrupt them, no bodily 
wants to call off their attention, no weariness to 
compel them to rest, no vicissitude of seasons, or 
of day and night, to disturb their contemplations : 
it is more than possible that innumerable ages may 
pass away, before they think of asking how long 
they have been in heaven, or even before they are 
conscious that a single hour has elapsed. 

How often, Christians, have your hearts been 
made to burn with love, and gratitude, and admi- 
ration, and joy, whilst Christ has opened to you 
the Scripture, and caused you to know a little of 
that love which passeth knowledge! How often 
has one transient glimpse of the light of God’s 
countenance turned your night into day, banished 
your sorrows, supported you under heavy afflictions, 
and caused you to rejoice with joy unspeakable 
and full of glory! On, then, what must it be to 
escape for ever from error, ignorance, and darkness, 
and sin, into the regions of bright, unclouded, eter- 
nal day; to see your God and Redeemer face to

They procure 
their supply of bondmen in this way. It isa sys- 
tem of home manufacture. It takes the place, and 


so far as the continuance of the evil is concerned, 


does the work of the foreign slave-trade. All this 
must be palpable to any community who make 
avery hereditary. Whatever they may say about 
the evil, or their desire to have it removed at some 
unknown day, still they do not propose to have it 
top durnng their day. While they have anythisg 
to do with it, they mean to keep it good. There ts, 
therefore, on the part of slaveholders, a consenting 
and productive agency. The child is not a slave 
by its own act, or thatof its mother, but by the act 
of the master under the provisions of the slave-code. 
The master and the community together make the 
slave. 

3. This principle is one of the heaviest curses 
and cruelties of slavery. But for it the evil would 
soon die of itself; mortality would end the evil. 
Stop the supply, and the system is soon abolished 
by a natural cause. Whatever evil, therefore, there 
is in the system of slavery, is papers by the 
agency of this one principle. And if we judge of 
it by its effeets, who can hesitate in pronouneing it 
a vicious principle? ‘The interests of coming gen- 
erations cry out against it. It predestinates their 
doom before they are born. In its beok of fate is 
written the slavery of several past generations ; 
and those yet to come are doomed, while this prin- 
ciple lasts. The present generation of slaves m 

be emancipated, or somew this prineiple 
must stop, or slavery must - on to the end of ti 
Only break this unnatural tie of entailment, and 
say that all the descendants ef slaves born after a 
given date shall be free; and the death-blow is 
given to the whole system. In this way slavery 
has often been abolished ; and in this way it always 
may be, where there is awit. to doit. It may 
done also without any sudden and violent shock to 
society, with none of those evils which are so 
strongly urged against immediate emancipation. 
if a community wish to get rid of slavery, here is 
at least one way for them to doit; let them strike 
at the cause of its continuance, and it dies. We 
charge upon that cause, in connection with the 
agency that works it, the tremendous responsibility 
oO eal amg hap slavery. There is evil enough in 

istory to show its viciousness. 

4. This principle is unjust. It is gross injustice 
by the immutable laws of natural mght. Man is 
born a man, of whomsoever born, and not a slave. 
God makes him a man—a rational and moral be- 
ing, with as many and as sacred rights of nature 
as those of any other man. The slavery of the 
mother is no forfeiture of rights on the part of the 
child. Injustice to her is no a logy for its re- 
tition against her offspring. The rights of the 
atter as human beings do not come from the mo- 
ther, but from the endowment of God, and hence 
cannot be forfeited by her condition. The injustice 
to them is as real as it could be, if the mother had 
been a free woman. Why not? Ah! the mother 
isaslave. Very true; but is this any reason in a 
court of conscience, why the child should be made 
a slave?

We 
owe this to Prussia. We owe this to Germany.” 

It is stated by telegraph from Paris that the 
Prussian Government has negotioated a loan of 
£10,000,000 with the house of Rothschild in 
London. 

The Upper House of Assembly is reported to be 
inclined to peace, while the Lower is moderately 
disposed, 

The disturbances between the Prussian and Ba- 
varian troops at Frankfort were renewed on the 
25th, and in several of the streets the soldiers of 
the two countries had very sanguinary conflicts.
